AND THEIR ASSIMILATION WITH

REN. THE NATURAL CHARACTER 
ISTICS OF THE NEGRO AND HIS 
TREATMENT TO STRANGERS, ETC

Nigritia is the greatest emporium 
of western Africa. Caravans may 
be seen loading from that center 
with produce of various manufact- 
ures, conveying them across the 
desert to the Eastand North, the 
trip being made in thirty days. An 
idea of the extent of commercial 
activity in that section may be had 
‘in the little town of Bathurst where 
there is a constant flow of business. 
amoant of trattic inthe Nigri- 
tian countries may again be meas- 
ured by visiting the colonies of 
Sierra Leone. Thecattle, produce 
and manufacturies there are 
brought from the interior via the 
Kissie road, one of Freetown’s great 
commercial highways. Moorish 
merchants may be seen exchanging 
hides and gold for the manufactur. 
es of Europe and America. This 
trade is controlled by Mohamme- 
dans, Jaloffs and Mandingoes, they 
being, asit is known, part mer- 
chants and part wissionaries. 

Before dismissing the subject of 
Mohammedanism, we shall refer to 
@ statement seen in the “Christian 
Advocate” of March 17th, 1887, 
published in New York. Under the 
heading “The return of the aoly 
Carpet,” it is said by the writer: 
‘in Cairo when the sun goes down 
all Africa dances.’’ First, we brand 
that as a tissue of fabricated lies; 
secondly, we must express our dis- 
gust at that as the statement of a 
missionary sent to point the heath- 
ern to Christ, and thirdly, we vigor- 
ously protest against such ludicrous 
representations. 

if the writer confines all Africa 
to Cairo, we advise her to consult 
her Geoprapby again, aud she will 
see that Cairo is the capitol of 
Egypt,avery small spot on the 
continent. Were missivnaries more 
trathful in their statements and 
less ungodly in their character, 
they would command the respect of 
the Africans and thus lay no obsta- 
cles in the way ot propagating the 
gospel. Let as here explain the 
celebration and solemnities which 
aitend the return of the holy Carpet. 
As Christians celebrate the advent 
of our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ, or any other festivity ; such 
as Easter, Lentand Palm Sanday, 
and as they are privileged to do so, 
observing whatever formalities 
their faith suggests—which would, 
of course, appear odd to the Mo- 
hammedan—so the disciples of Mo- 
hamet, observing their rules regu- 
lating the celebration of that par- 
ticular festive day repair to the 
park in the city of Cairo and ren- 
der their thanks by singing and 
dancing to the God of the universe, 
Mohamet and all the prophets. 


Such is their mode and why carica- 


ture them? Remember well, they 
look upon you, says Mr. Park, as 
a set of formidable heathens. Now, 
to refute the statement and the 
idea which it -conveyed. Sixty mil- 
lions of edacated, unbiased and 
manly followers of Mohamet just 
about that time, ‘“‘when the sun 
goes down,” assemble at the mos- 
que in quiet devotion. Reverent- 
ly and saint-like these professors

|ple; in. silent order and without 


confusion they convene, and, as the 
last clause of the adhan is sounded, 
prayer begins all devoutly bowing ; 
bence we can safely say from our 
experience among the two great 
classes of people, all Africa in peace 
with their’ fellow man ‘retires in 
quiet sleep. - 

{f we examine history closely we 
will fiad that Christianity was car- 
ried to Africa, or even there, many 
years before the enslavement of ber 
children. In the fifteenth century 
there were several mission stations 
erected. The Romish church bad a 
few. But uow you ask, how is it 
they did not succeed? Is Christi- 
anity inconsistant with the customs 
and constitutions of the Africans? 
or, in other words, is the natural 
tendency of the African in direct 


Christianity? In those days the 
climate was an insurmountable bar- 
rier tathe diffusing of the most 
boly faith. The white man lacking 
coustitutiona! adaption could not 
llve there, many of them died and 
t .ose who survived had to return 
home. Therefore, when the Amer- 
icau Colonization Society, in 1821, 
tirst settled the colony, now Liber- 
ia, they furnished the means where- 
by to effect the Christianization of 
the entire continent. The syste- 
matic christian government of the 
Kepublic promotes the growth and 
development of the beathern with- 
in her limits; they have access to 
her schools and departments of 
government, and are represented 
in all ber couucils. Now, to retarn 
by referring to one of the obstacles 
which we said lay in the way-of 
the missiouarivs 
the christian religion, we find that 
it is utterly impossible for him to 
succeed if he lve separate and 
apart from the black man. To. 11- 
lustrate our point. We find a stud- 
ent can, with reverence and love, 
acquire more readily by feeling 
himself to.be humanly on the same 
fvoting wi’ b his instractor, and that 
he will by jadicious application 
make a like usefal man, or, in other 
words , he must be in a position to 
understand, irrespective of the wild 
theories which run rife in the cau-~ 
casian world, that he is a man, and 
that a man means the highest and 
noblest being upon the face of the 
earth. The African understands 
himself to be thus. But these -can- 
casian missionaries, with their 
sanctimonious pretencies, try to 
place the Africans in a position to 
deprecate their own personal char- 
acteristics, which they will not al- 
low ahd hence do not adhere to 
their teachings, knowing they are 
devoid of the fundamental princi. 
ples upon which Christianity is 
built. ‘This class of people may well 
bear in mind that the African has 
the power of scrutinizing, so what- 
ever may be their doctrines and 
theological dogmas set forth to 
comfound the plainest truth, they 
must be carried where they can 
take rootin better prepared soil. 
The first proper step towards mis- 
sionary work in Africa is to leave 
prejudice in America or Europe, 
else he who contemplates such 
work will be whelly disappointed. 

The subject of slavery, perhaps, 
would have been in order under 
Paganism, buat for its length and 
principally for it’s having been 
once an institution of a civilised 
government we have placed and 
will discuss it under a separate 
head. By way of passing on we 
had better remark that with the 
Atricans serville blood is bar- 
rier to the standing of the unforta- 
nate. Islam receivesinto her em- 
brace the slave, considers him free 
and sends him out among the 
heathen with the Koran as his 
guide te impart the principles of 
the religion. Taking up the history 
of mankind we find the whole 
world has passed through the try- 
ing ordeal of slavery. Jayan Tubal 
and Meshech; they were thy mer- 
chants; “they traded the persons 
of men and vessels of brass in thy 
market.” Ezekiel XXVIII: 138; in 
Joel III, 3: 6, we find “And they 
sold a girl for wine that they might 
drink.” The children also of Juad- 
ah and the children of Jerusalem 


that ye might remove them far 
from their border.” So if we refer 
to the history of the ancient Greeks 
we shall find cattle and slaves con- 
stituting, especially in the early 
ages, their principle riches. Again 
we find on the coast of the Medi- 
tcrrauean the Carthaginians ex- 
changing slaves for the various 
merchantable articles. Indeed they 
were @ commercial people, but 
whether all their articles of trade 
were sanctioned by natural law the 
writers have failed to say. There is 
an attempt, however, in the civil 
law to arrive at the conclasion that 


slavery is countenanced by justice ; 


bat it seems to us, the theories of 


nating:

opposition to the principles of

the Ronan jurists work a direct 
controversion of the strongest prin- 
ciples of natural justice and hence 
are overthrown. At any rate we 
find that to be an institution of the 
ancient Romans for their laws gave 
validity tothe right of property 
in the persons of men. When feu- 
dalism swayed a great part of 
Europe, were not niefes and vas 
sals governed with oppressive rig- 
our? Did not the latter term be- 
come one of opprobrium; so far, the 
veritable lords of creation coniroll- 
ed the entire being of their slaves. 
Look into the law on the marriage 
ot female slaves you will perceive 
it took away one of the inalienable 
rights of man. Not long ago it pre- 
vailed here; and we find itto be a 
feature of South Amrrican coun- 
tries, lately, however, the Brazill- 
jan government has taken steps 
toward the emancipation of their 
slaves; therefore, we conclude as 
nations advance in Christianity, 
the inhuman institution of slavery 
will be eventually obliterated. In 
Africa it still exists, bat as the 
country advances in Christianity, 
we are sure she will follow in the 
steps of others and thus be welcom- 
ed into the sisterhood of nations. 
The enslavement of Africans by 
their countrymen (excepting, how- 
ever, Arab traders) is unattended 
with the horrors and extreme bra- 
tality which accompanied Negro 
slavery in America, as they do pay 
respect to the inviolability and 
sanctity of the matrimonial union, 
whenever occasion occurs; and we 
mean by wheneyer occasion occurs, 
when they are permitted to marry, 
and that operates to enftanchise 
them to the extent which we have 
mentioued, namely: to require of 
their owner to keep the tie sacred, 
which he voluntarily does upon the 
consideration of the virtue of such 
astate. When one becomes tree 
no social prejudice is fostered, no 
fighting in the arena for political, 
social and civil equality, thraldom 
sinks into oblivion and the person 
who was once a slave unmolested 
by any breaths in a pure atmos- 
‘phere. Fully two. hundred .and 
sixty years have elasped sinee the 
beginning of the enslavement of the 
Negro; the ravages of the nefarious 
trade are still visible in Africa, for 
it was no longer than in ’841n our 
travels that we came across the foul 
means by which the Spaniards pro- 
cured their plunder. 

But when we return to the eman- 
cipation of the Negroes in 1863 
after a prolonged cruel bondage of 
more than two bundred years we 
can say if marked an important 
event in the advancement of civili- 
zation, especially in the history of 
the United States; it gave lustre 
and reflected credit upon this peo- 
ple’s national character. Still, 
after all, where stands the Negro 
to-day? Some of us, perhaps, ow- 
ing to blood-royal have not lost the 
racial instinct. The masses, how- 
ever, owing to their enslavement, 
and being from the congenial at- 
mosphere of our ancestral home, 
have, to a certain extent, that in- 
stinct crashed , again, to establish 
the above, their present environ. 
ments are such as not to facilitate 
their normal growth. We wish you 
would bear in mind the losing of 
this instinct is from no inherent 
cause, therefore, we assign. the 
above, for, if there be any people 
who holds the preservation of the 
race sacred, it is the African at 
home. | 

Rev. J. Aspinwall Hodge, D.D.., 
in the annual discourse delivered 
on the oceasion of the Seventy- First 
Anniversary of the American Col- 
onization Society, “Vashiagton, D. 
C., said, in speaking of the Ameri- 
can Nngro: “Their continued isola. 
tioh is no wrong to them. It is 
not the result merely of antagon- 
ism, prejudice or difference of con- 
dition, but of loyalty to race. For 
reasons not clearly understood by- 
us, God has divided men into races, 
and through all times He has kept 
these great families distinct.’’ This 
is the utterance of an American 
white man, and he evidently con 
veys the idea that “loyalty to race” 
is the cause ol the separation of the 
two races as they are in this coun- 
try. Weagree with the doctor, 
voice his sentiments and pray God 
that the people may not be cor- 
ruptions of or reducible to neither. 
But let us examine into the situa- 
tion in which we are placed while 
here. Since we are under one gov- 
ernment. you see it works a social 
and political ostracism, and, there- 
fore, the peculiar situatiou of two 
distinct races under one form of 
government.

THEY LOCK UPON JOHN WHITE'S 
EJECTION FROM THE ASTOR HOUSE 
AS A RACE OUTRAGE, 


The ejection from the Astor 
House Rotunda and subsequeut 
arrest aud lo-king up of John 
White has caused much excite- 
ment and considerable indigna!ion 
among colored people in this city, 
who look upon the case as one of 
insult and injustice to their race — 
this notwithstanding the fact that 
Justice O’Reilly adjudged White 
guilty of being drank and disor- 
derly and fined him $10 on those 
charges. 

Prominent colored people inter- 
viewed on the case by the EVEN- 
Worup reporters spoke as 
follows: 

Julian Webster, student at the 
Bellevue Medical College—My 
opinivn is that the affair is an out- 
rage, and that thie thing of heap- 
ing insult on a man because of 
color shoald at once be _ stopped. 
A colored man is entitled to the 
same protection as is his white 
brother, and this question of 
rights has been decided by the 
courts. 

B. D. Whitehurst, proprietor 
ot the Clarendon Hotel 
prominent Odd Fellow—It is an 
outrage from beginning to end. 
No man should be refused accom~ 
modation. because of his color. 
We have righis, and it is about 
time that our people should be- 
gin to assert them, The remedy 
lies with the courts.
